DR. D. J. DUNN TO BE INSPECTOR 
- OF HEALTH FOR CITY SCHOOLS 


At the regular meeting of the school 
board held in the board rooms on 
Rice street last evening, Dr, D. 
Dunn was appointed medical inspec- 
tor for the The 
comes as the result of the report of 
Dr. Biggar on the condition of the 
schools as to health presented to the 
special committee, some weeks ago 
and read to the board at an irregular 
meeting held on Sept. 24. 

Last night's meeting was called to 
order shortly after eight when Secre- 
tory Bradey read the minutes of the 
last regular and the two intervening 
special ones on Sept. 19 and 24. Im- 
mediately after hearing and approv- 
ing the minutes, representatives from 
Quesnel and Spencer, the firm of con- 
tractors Suilding the high school, were 
heard, asking for an extension of time 
for about six months. The contract 
calls for the completion of the build- 
ing by Christmas, 1910, but the recent 
strike of the plasterers absolutely pre- 
vents the finishing work being pro- 
ceeded with until next spring. The 
board assured the contractors that if 
they could only have use of the partly 
finished building the contract would 
be generously dealt with. 

Dr. Smith, Dr. MeDonald and Dr. 
Wells then spoke for the medical as- 
sociation. urging it on the board is 
the unanimous opinion of the medical 
body, that an inspection should be 
appointed at a fixed salary, to devote 
his whole time to the school work 
and that the regulations be cancelled 
requiring the inspector himself to 
treat cases where parents could not 
pay for treatment, it being understood 
that the city doctors would undertake 
to treat all such cases free of charge. 
The chief reason urged for the first 
point was that no competent medical 
man can satisfactorily inspect or ex-
